Reasons for Allowance 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The pending claims 
are drawn to compounds that are free from the prior art and are non-obvious. The closest prior 
art is that of WO 2004/026305 Al (cited on the IDS) however this reference has been 
disqualified as prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) under the 103(c) exception. The other reference 
used in the 103(a) rejection, U.S. 6,410,561, is not sufficient on its own to warrant a 103(a) 
rejection. The examiner can think of no reason that the teaching of U.S. 6,410,561 alone would 
lead one to the compounds of the instant case and it does not remotely suggest them. Regardless, 
it is unclear what the effect of such a modification would be. 

2. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
